The Select Subcommittee on the Coronavirus Crisis has been investigating waste, fraud, 

and abuse in the Paycheck Protection Program (PPP).1  After more than 18 months, the Select 

Subcommittee’s investigation has culminated in the enclosed staff report being released today, 

which highlights significant issues in the involvement of financial technology (fintech) 

companies in the facilitation of PPP loans, and documents conduct by certain individuals 

connected to the fintechs which may warrant the attention of the Department of Justice.  In 

particular, the Select Subcommittee found that some fintech owners, tasked with identifying 

fraudulent PPP applications, may have committed fraud themselves.
